QOVEBMMSNT OWNEBSHIP 

The war has given such impetus to public control und ownerHliip 
of tasay kinds that it arouses little surprise when ho importuut a 
body as the National Association of Railway Commissioners prophe 
sies complete public ownership of our important public utilities. Thi 
commissioners appear to think that it will soon be found advisabl| 
for the government to take over -the railroada, tote)|>ho&6 and tele- 
graph systems. ^ 

Speaking in particular of the railroads, representing the ont 
utility with which these experts are most familiar, they point out 
that earnings have not risen sufficiently to provide necessary im- 
provements, extensions and rolling stock; that under onr present 
system of regulation the roads will not be permitted to raise ratef. 
high enough to obtain the necessary capital from net earnings; thai 
the funds must therefore come either fro mprivate investors or from 
the government. They can hardly be got from private sources, \ht 
experts think, under present conditions. The only feasible way to 
get them, apparently,, is in the form of government leans. 

Thus the situation narrows down to government ownership. A& 
for government operation, we have uraetically that, already* It is 
but a step, then, to changing the corporation bonds and Mo'ek eer- 
tificatos into Jcdcnil securities, and financing the national transpor- 
tation system by popular loans, as we are tiu^ncing the war. 

The same process, presumably, would be applied to the telephone 
and telegraph systems, and possibly the express eoiupanies. Tiie 
predicament of these industries is not so serious as that of the 
'railroads, but the federal absorbtion of one would probably lead to 
like treatemcnt of all. 

It's an immensely interesting possibility. And iu the comment 
aroused by the prospect, it's worth nothing that there is little ot 
the rancor and prodjuice which fornu'rly marked government owner* 
ship discussions. The question is no longer academic. It's severely' 
practical. What men ask now is not, "Should the government take 
over these industries f" but, "Is it necessary to take them overT" 

OOVEBmONT TlXnOOBI 



Uncle Sam is going to take a hand in producing textbooks for 
grammar and high school pupils. His purpose is to make sure that 

the rising generation "will know better than its predecessors how 
to conduct the business of living." The textbooks, which will be iu 
the form of leaflets, will be issued every month from October to May 
by the Food Administration and the Rureau of Education. They will 
be edited by Prof. Charles H. Judd, director of the School of Edu- 
cation at the University of Chicago. 

Just what is Uncle Sam going to teach his nephews and nices'.' 
There'll be some history, but it won't be in the form of long lists of 
dates. The October leaflet, for example tells about the western pio- 
neer, the way a colonial farm was run, the spinning and dyeing of 
linen in the early days of America's colonial life. And this delight- 
ful kind of history will show pupils today how different thbgs were 
ni the old days when home was almost everything from factory to 
church. Then will come the development in the use of waterpaper, 
steam, eleotrioty; the growth of the great complex world of today 
with its vast cities, its factories, its new methods of production and 
transportation and communication. The lessons will teach the in- 
evitable interdependence of the people 9f ~tbe WdirtS, of thdr need 
for co-operation at home and abroad. 

The actual facts taught will be the very same facts school chil- 
dren have been taught for years. But they will be related to each 
other and to the needs of every day life and to the ideals and labor 
that make for progress. It sounds fascinating enough to make 
growb-ops wish they oonld go to school to Unelle Sam, too.

BE BAnONSD? 



In a recent statement made by the food administrator in a gen- 
eral warning of a coming sugar shortage in the eastern and south- 
em states, lie says: ' 

"Unless we can secure a wider and immediate reduction of the 
sugar consumption in candy, ice cream and sweet drinks, it will be 
necessary next year to curtail the snpplies to these industries, as has 
been d,one all over Europe." 

Mr. Hoover isn't suggesting that all use of candy be stopped at 
once. He has no intention or desire to do awcy %ith the eandy in- 
dustry. That would he unfair and unwise. He simply wants the 
people of the country to realize the importance of "going easy" for 
a while in the consumption of sugar. 

As a nation we have alwa.ys used more sugar than we needed. We 
are intemperate in our use ot candy, a perfectly good food but a 
menaei' tn health when indulged in beyond certain limits. 

\ot long ago when Mr. Hoover first asked us to save mgar he 
asked us to reduce our usual consumption by only 1-3 — ^not count- 
ing sugar needed tor canning. There has been some response to this 
request. But not nearly enough families have taken the matter ser- 
iously.
